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It was a strange gathering, due to 
the absence of so many people who 
generally attend. However, as ODT 
had limited travel restrictions, under 
such circumstances there was little 
that could be done about it; there- 
fore, the officials who had the re- 
sponsibility of either having the 
councils or not having them, decided 
to go ahead, even under unusual sur- 
roundings and conditions, to have 
the much needed Bishops’ Council. It 
is safer to obey those “in authority” 
than it is to ignore constituted gov- 
ernment. Christians should be loyal 
to their governments if there is any 
reasonable justification for the gov- 
ernment’s viewpoint. 


SMALL BUT REAL 

The Bishops’ Council was a thing, 
as for the most part, of ordinary size 
and nature. Perhaps some of the 
bishops were not there that would 
have been if travel limitations had 
not hindered. The evangelists, how- 
ever, were strangely absent, and the 
laity simply weren’t there, except a 
mere token from Sevierville or near- 
by places. Nevertheless, restrained, 
hindered, and shunted aside, there 
were probably as many as seven hun- 
dred on hand for the two-day Assem- 
bly. The realness of these meetings 
was in no sense less than at other 
times. God was there in all our de- 
liberations and planning, as the light 
and life of His people. Changes may 
occur as to place and manner of 
gatherings, but as for God, He has 
promised to be present with His peo- 
ple even to the extent of two or three, 
if they are gathered together in His 
name. The presence and power of 
the Spirit of God was our strength 
as formerly. 


A GOOD YEAR 

The past year was a great year for 
the Church of God. The membership 
was increased over 11,000 at home and 
in the foreign fields together. This 
was the best gain we have reported 
for many years, and probably the 
greatest we have ever had. This was 
a very favorable increase, to say the 
least of it, as travel and other hin- 
drances served to retard the activities 

of the ministry in many ways. 

PROPERTY INCREASE 
The increase in property valuation 
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was most outstanding, despite cur- 
tailment of building; many churches 
had either purchased or erected 
buildings. “Where there is a will, there 
is a way” seemed to have prevailed 
loudly for the entire year. Part of 
this increase of value of properties 
held by the Church, was no doubt re- 
flected not only in new buildings and 
purchases, but also in higher apprais- 
als due to increased building costs. 
There was an increase of property 
value at the school at Sevierville alone, 
to the extent of around $200,000. The 
total of increases for the year reached 
over $2,000,000. These holdings tell us 
that we are taking root in the form 
of permanency, and indicate a healthy 
spirit of progress within the Church. 


FIXING THE BLAME 

As usual, many things were dis- 
cussed which, in their nature, might 
either hinder or hopefully forward the 
work of the Church. Over the years 
the ring question has had much at- 
tention, and while an interpretation 
was in process relative to this question, 
those beautiful tie clasps, watch 
chains, and wrist watches worn by 
men came in for a share of the dis- 
cussion. This was not a novel thing 
either, as in an endeavor to identify 
our separation unto Christ men are 
invited to avoid needless adornment 
also. There was one event, however, 
that was, as far as I know, novel in 
every respect. It was simply this. 
One brother said he would pull off his 
gold chain and give it for missions; 
others followed suit, until there were, 
I was told, over one hundred fifty 
beautiful gold chains laid on the table 
as an offering unto missions and as 
an evidence that those ministers who 
did so felt that they needed more con- 
secration at this point. 


STRANGE COINCIDENT 

It. was the Lord who told us that 
if “two of you agree as touching any- 
thing in my name, it shall be done for 
you.” It would seem that while these 
men talked of the way the women 
should dress that their own spirits 
burned within themselves to the ex- 
tent that it was easy for them to lead 
the way in stripping themselves of 
needless adornment as ensamples that 
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others may find it easier to follow 
their steps and teachings. These men 
became in agreement with what they 
insisted women should do. A godly 
and goodly example this! The minis- 
ter stands in front and will be able to 
get his people to do only what he is 
himself willing to do. 


NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS 

Due to crowded conditions of of- 
fices here at Headquarters, the As- 
sembly ordered that a unit of office 
construction sufficient to afford hous- 
ing of various departments be under- 
taken at once. This will involve the 
erection of a new office building for 
the General Overseer’s offices, the 
General Secretary and Treasurer’s 
offices and equipment, the Orphanage 
Superintendent’s offices, and also the 
Mission Department. These depart- 
ments, to provide for them amply, 
must have some twelve to sixteen add- 
ed office rooms and a new council 
room. The Assembly also gave orders 
that an additional pressroom be erect- 
ed to house the present equipment, 
along with other much-needed ma- 
chinery of various types incident to 
taking care of the constantly increas- 
ing needs of our publications. This 
improvement will allow that the pres- 
ent pressroom be used mostly for 
finished stocks and for a shipping de- 
partment. 


DIFFICULTIES 

Any expansion at this time will meet 
with some difficulties, at least for a 
while until materials become more 
plentiful. The labor shortage also 
still exists but the urgencies here do 
not permit us to stand still and wait 
on all these things to clear up before 
starting these much-needed improve- 
ments. By the time plans are drawn 
and bids are obtained, most materials 
will become more plentiful, so that 
with reasonable speed such construc- 
tion can be made without too much 
hindrance. 

PRAYER SOLICITED 

While the world wags on and the 
Church moves on, there is ever an 
opportunity for prayer, and not only 
opportunity but actual need that our 
prayers be both fervent and regular. 
There can be no outstanding advance-

According to the charter, “no one

This means that Protestants or 
members of other faiths will be for- 
bidden to meet publicly to worship 
and will be fined or arrested if they 
do so.

Eph. 2:4 says, “But God, who is rich 
in mercy, for his great love wherewith 
he loved us.” 


Many of us have ample proof of this 
great love in our lives and feel that 
when we came up from conversion to 
sanctification and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost we were qualified to speak 
of His Holy Word and tell of His won- 
derful blessings. Across the street 
from my sister’s home where we two 
were caring for our helpless mother, 
was a girl who got in the habit of 
coming over to me and telling me lit- 
tle things that worried her. She was 
just a child, seventeen years old, with 
a wonderful baby boy, three years 
old, and a husband, who was in some 
of Ohio’s penal institutions more 
years than he was out. At the time 
she was coming over to unburden 
herself, he was a psychotherapy sub- 
ject in the Ohio Penitentiary. He stole 
things so long that even the State 
grew tired working with him. 


It happened that someone told this 
little girl that I was a “holy roller.” 
She began coming over to me and laid 
her burdens at the feet of someone 
who might listen without criticism. I 
prayed, “Father, let me listen and then 
say the right words, or nothing at all, 
to guide her.” We sat and talked until 
two in the morning. She told me of 
how, when a small girl, she had been 
saved out in the hills of Tuscarawas 
County, how she had been brought up 
in the church and when they had 
moved to town how she had thought 
she would go to the same church in 
the city. She thought she would take 
the same interest as she had in the 
little church out in the country hills. 
Well, to begin with they had moved 
into the wrong part of town. The 
neighbors cursed, swore, and no one 
asked her to church. Oh, how she 
missed the church! How she cried 
when she heard the church bells! 
When she went toachurch of the 
same name as the one to which she 
had belonged to in the country the 
people were hard looking and no 
friendliness was shown. After two or 
three years she gave up and quit try- 
ing. Yes, some may say, “She should 
not have expected friendliness in a 
strange church of that size.” What- 
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ever the size it dwindles to nothing 
when our Jesus enters. This little 
country girl’s family believed that the 
more church, the more of our blessed 
Savior, but found that the Jesus she 
knew was not in the church whose 
spire could be seen all over our county 
seat; but He was in the small coun- 
try church. This little mother 
across the street is old for her age. 
She smokes, drinks some, and swears 
in the presence of her baby son. She 
came across the street to see if the 
“holy roller’ woman knew the Lord 
whom she missed so much. God is 
still calling to her, for she is so hungry 
to hear His Word from someone who 
loves Him, too. Oh, thank God, that I 
was able to say something to rest her 
mind and restore her confidence and 
faith in the men and women in whom 
she expected to find Jesus. When they 
gave her coldness, and though they 
belonged to the big church, they knew 
nothing about her Savior and they 
pretended to be Christians. I tried to 
tell her how Jesus loved her still, and 
how He was talking to her and show- 
ing her the way out by sending her to 
someone who also loved the Lord. 
And oh, how I prayed to Him to please 
let me say the right thing in the right 
place to make her see that Jesus loved 
her still, that He would forgive her 
seventy times seven times if she 
would just believe Him and put her 
life in His care again. I tried to make 
amends for the big church. I told her 
how God’s heart must have been 
troubled, when she, a young and holy 
child, had tried to share her gift with 
them and they would have none of it, 
because she was just a little girl 
whom they did not know. 


Oh, why can’t we make people see 
Jesus for what He really is, and many 
times they are entertaining Jesus un- 
awares. But as in the days of old, the 
humble Jesus is not the one they 
want until it is too late. I told her of 
our church and some of its doctrines 
and tried to make her understand 
that Jesus and Him crucified was our 
aim. We loved Him for the peace He 
put in our hearts. I offered to take 
her next Sunday morning where she 
would hear the Word she was so 
hungry to hear. I had prayed God to 


help me carry the burden of this lit- 
tle mother. My nephew, who was at 
camp nearly three years, “blew his 
top” (expression for nervous break- 
down). Aunty was the recipient of the 
inside story (not pleasant one). I 
prayed God for the right words to use 
to get the right results. Down the 
street was a mother of sixteen chil- 
dren, who was brought from the hos- 
pital too soon because of crowded 
conditions at the hospital. She needed 
physical and spiritual help. I received 
a telegram, saying, “Son brought from 
India because of despondency.” That 
being the case, the boy will soon be 
home. The daily life of any Christian 
is full of trials and many times we 
feel we have come to the end of our 
strength. Wouldn’t I be glad when I 
could get in church Sunday morning 
where I could pray it all out at the 
feet of my dear Savior; in church 
where God would pour out His bless- 
ings until we could feel that power go 
surging through every fiber of our 
beings; the church where God was 
real; where He purged the dross from 
the real metal of the passed week that 
burdened us so! Oh, how we felt the 
need of Jesus. 


Well, in Sunday School someone 
asked a question about the Bible 
School and someone answered it. The 
teacher took exceptions and was ut- 
terly overwhelmed by the lack of in- 
terest in the class, and said some very 
unreasonable things about the class 
in general. The preacher gave a ser- 
mon intended for sinners alone and 
there was not one sinner in the house 
at the time. By the time the meeting 
was over and we went home we felt 
very much what Eve must have felt 
in the presence of God, naked. The 
dross of the week before still there 
and we afraid to call on God. Oh, 
where was the love we thought we 
had for our Savior. Methinks if Jesus 
had been talking and someone tried 
to explain a certain rule Jesus wouid 
have shown His love and been in- 
terested. This man had a more im- 
portant message to deliver than Je- 
sus’ message. Jesus would only have 
taught love. He spoke only to the sin- 
ner of His own love and of the man- 
sions above prepared by Him for the 
sinner who repents. The preacher 
had a grievance of his own. No won- 
der people don’t want God.

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Forticth Annual General Assembly Now 


Because of the congested travelling 
conditions of the country, our Gen- 
eral Assembly was very much limited. 
The bishops met in Sevierville, Tenn., 
August 29 through September 1, and 
the General Assembly convened the 
second and third. The large school 
auditorium was adequate for the 
meeting. The many dormitory rooms 
were used by the bishops, and the 
large, well-equipped, modernized cafe- 
teria proved a great blessing in feed- 
ing this delegation. 


The Council discussed many impor- 
tant subjects and, I feel, passed some 
measures which will be of untold value 
to the progress of the Church of God. 
One of the most encouraging features 
of the General Assembly was the 
statistical report. We gained, in the 
twelve months, 173 new churches. We 
now have 2,728 local churches; 1,765 
are white churches in the United 
States and Canada. We also have 130 
colored churches and 833 churches in 
the foreign countries. Our member- 
ship in the United States is 69,642 
white and 2,465 colored, 29,345 in for- 
eign countries, making a total mem- 
bership of 101,442. We have a net gain 
over last year of 11,364, which is in- 
deed a very fine gain in membership. 
The number of bishops last year was 
858 and the number of bishops for 
this year is 937. This gives us a gain 
of 79 bishops. Last year we had 2,105 
ministers holding evangelist’s license. 
This year we have 2,293, giving us a 
gain over last year of 188. or a total 
net gain of ministers this year of 287. 
This is indeed an outstanding in- 
crease for the Church of God in twelve 


months. We appreciate so much the 
blessings of the Lord upon His 
Church. 


One of the most outstanding gains 
this year was our increase of Church 
property value. In twelve months we 
increased our Church property value 
$2,223,515.52. Only a few years ago 
we counted our property value by the 
tens of thousands and then hundreds 
of thousands, but today the Church 
of God owns $7,767,519.55 worth of 
property in the United States and 
$608,996.50 worth of property in for- 
eign countries. This makes a grand 
total of $8,3'76,416.05. 

Last year was indeed a great evan- 
gelistic year throughout the Church 
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History

of God and the gospel was preached in 
many new fields. We are looking for- 
ward to another year of success. We 
believe that our ministers left the 
General Assembly in good unity and 
encouraged to go back to their fields 
of labor more determined to raise 
high the standards of the gospel than 
ever before. 

Following we give the recommenda- 
tions adopted by the General Assem- 
bly and the appointment of boards, 
committees and state overseers who 
will serve the Church during this As- 
sembly year: 


Resolutions Adopted by the Fortieth 
General Assembly 

That we rescind our action relative 
to the districting of the United States 
and the creation of the office of an 
Assistant General Overseer of each 
district. 

That one Assistant General Overseer 
be elected and that he, together with 
the General Overseer and General 
Secretary-Treasurer, constitute the 
Appointing Board. 

That all rules, regulations and 
authority, as recorded in the 1943 As- 
sembly Minutes concerning the Ap- 
pointing Board, be vested in the afore- 
said board. 


That the duties and authority of 
the Assistant General Overseer be the 
same as recorded in the 1943 Assem- 
bly Minutes; and that all reference to 
Assistant General Overseers, Execu- 
tive Committee, and Appointing 
Board, in the 1944 Assembly Minutes 
be revised to conform to the fore- 
going recommendation. 

That the election of all general of- 
ficials go back to the same as we had 
in 1943, and that each general official 
be elected annually.

2. To arrange, in cooperation with 
the committee, for a National Youth 
Congress. 

3. To assemble the information 
gathered by the members of the Youth 
Program Committee, and to send this 
information to the youth leaders of 
the various states. 

That the General Overseer appoint 
a committee of action, consisting of 
five members, whose duties shall be: 

1. To select a site and direct the 
construction of the first unit of a 
General Administration Office Build- 
ing for the Church of God. 

2. To secure the services of a li- 
censed architect to draw plans and 
specifications for a building, the first 
unit of which will meet with our 
present needs, and will PROVIDE FOR 
FURTHER plans to commensurate 
with future needs of additional office 
facilities. 

3. That said committee be vested 
with authority to award the contract 
to a reputable bonded builder, after 
plans and costs have been approved 
by not less than three-fourths of the 
Council of Twelve and Associate Coun- 
cillors. 

4. That the Council of Twelve and 
Associate Councillors be empowered 
to negotiate such financial arrange- 
ments as are necessary for this project, 
and that the General Trustees be re- 
quired to sign such legal documents as 
the decision of said council may re- 
quire. 

5. That the General Overseer, Man- 
aging Editor, and Publishing Interest 
Committee be authorized to proceed 
with the building of needed expansion 
facilities for our Publishing House.

Text: Psalms 118:22, “The stone 
which the builders refused is become 
the head stone of the corner.” 

In reading history in regard to the 
time when the men were building 
Solomon’s temple, we find that they 
had the building complete with the 
exception of the corner where the 
building should be joined together, 
and after they had made a search of 
the premises they found that they 
needed a certain stone, a cornerstone, 
with which the building could be 
completed; but the stone could not be 
found. As they looked over the record 
of what had been done they found 
that several years before, when the 
temple was started some old rubbish 
had been hauled away, and had been 
dumped over the mountainside. Then 
a search was made for the stone 
needed and it was found where it had 
been dumped over the mountain 
several years before. It was covered 
with moss and weeds, but the work- 
men proceeded to drag the stone up 
the mountainside, haul it back, and 
place it in the temple, and the build- 
ing was completed. 

People have tried to build for nearly 
six thousand years without God, and 
have failed in every generation. 

Genesis 11:1-9, “And the whole earth 
was of one language, and of one 
speech. And it came to pass, as they 
journeyed from the east, that they 
found a plain in the land of Shinar; 
and they dwelt there. And they said 
one to another, Go to, let us make 
brick, and burn them throughly. And 
they had brick for stone, and slime 
had they for morter. And they said, 
Go to, let us build us acity and a 
tower, whose top may reach unto 
heaven; and let us make us a name, 
lest we be scattered abroad upon the 
face of the whole earth. And the Lord 
came down to see the city and the 
tower, which the children of men 
builded. And the Lord said, Behold, 
the people is one, and they have all 
one language; and this they begin to 
do; and now nothing will be re- 
strained from them, which they have 
imagined to do. Go to, let us go down, 
and there confound their language, 
that they may not understand one 
another’s speech: So the Lord scat-

tered them abroad from thence upon 
the face of all the earth: and they 
left off to build the city. Therefore is 
_ name of it called Babel; because 
the Lord did there confound the 
language of all the earth; and from 
thence did the Lord scatter them 
abroad upon the face of all the 
earth.” 


Since Adam was driven out from 
the garden of Eden, the sons of men 
have tried to build one thing after 
another, but all have failed. Men 
separated and apart from God will 
always be a failure. We are called 
Christians, and it is that contact with 
Christ that makes us Christians. You 
can take the three letters IAN away 
from Christ and there is: only one 
thing to which it can be applied, and 
that is I am nothing. 


Nebuchadnezzar had a dream. He 
saw a great image, which he was not 
able to understand. But Daniel, a man 
of God, was called in and he made 
known to the king the interpreta- 
tion. The king had seen a great me- 


tallic man which was composed 
of the different metals. This image 
represented the works of man 
throughout the Gentile age, which 
began with Nebuchadnezzar and will 
continue until the close of the Gentile 
age. The works of man are seen end- 
ing in failure. 


The great image represented the 
works of man and was built in the 
very reverse of stability. We think of 
the great buildings which have been 
built by the hands of men. There have 
been wonderful things accomplished 
by the children of men. Many things 
have been done to prolong the human 
life.

I was afflicted with inflammatory 
rheumatism. My doctor told me that 
he had done all within his power for 
me.

The man who was treating me was 
Doctor Parker, of Arkadelphia. He 
was successful to a marked degree in 
his medical practice.

Well, I consented to the seeming 
fact that my time on earth was lim- 
ited. With my three small chil- 
dren, I went and appealed to the 
Higher Power, which is God. (Every- 
thing seemed to be against me; my 
wife was ill; my children were young 
and in need of food and clothing; my 
doctor had done all within his power 
for me.) 

Taking my Bible, I turned to St. 
John, chapter 14, verses 13 through 16. 
The words of the 14th and 15th struck 
me very deeply, “If ye shall ask any- 
thing in my name, I will do it. If ye 
love me, keep my commandments.” 
These precious words of Jesus were 
strengthening. Turning farther on to 
verse 21, I continued reading, “He 
that hath my commandments, and 
keepeth them, he it is that loved me; 
and he that loveth me shall be loved 
by my father, and I will love him, and 
will manifest myself to him.” I also 
read the account of the healing of the 
afflicted man by the Master at the 
pool of Bethseda, as recorded in the 
5th chapter of the Gospel of St. John. 


In the 5th chapter of the Epistle of 
St. James, I read the 13th, 14th, and 
15th verses, “Is any among you af- 
flicted? Let him pray. .... Is any sick 
among you? Let him call for the eld- 
ers of the church; and let them pray 
over him ... And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he have com- 
mitted sins, they shall be forgiven 
him.” 
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It was in February, 1909, when I 
discontinued receiving treatments 
from Doctor Parker. From that time 
until June of the same year I gave 
myself to fasting and prayer. I pon- 
dered the words of my doctor, “GOD 
can give and GOD can take away.” I 
prayed to God to give me health, and 
give me strength to help my little 
ones, if it was His will. 


With the coming of June of 1909, 
came greater pain to my diseased 
body .... And then one day ... leav- 
ing my children with their work in 
the fields, I turned and went creep- 
ing to the house. As I went, I thought 
of the words of Christ, “If ye shall 
ask anything in my name, I will do 
it.” 

About two hundred yards from 
the house, I turned to my children 
and told them to dothe best they 
could. A moment later, like a shock of 


lightning, after imploring God to 
grant me the desired health, I was at 
ease and felt no pain. This was at 
nine o’clock in the morning. I went 
into the house and slept throughout 
the day. 

When I awoke in the evening I felt 
as though I had never been sick at all 
in my life. As I went to the barn that 
night I said to God, “I thank You for 
Your goodness toward me, and for 
having given to me health.” 


After a night of restful sleep, I went 
to work the next morning. While feed- 
ing my horse I thought of my prom- 
ise to God, “If You will spare me and 
allow me to live to see my children 
large enough to take care of them- 
selves, I will go tell the world regard- 
less of what man may say or do, that 
I thank God for His Son, Jesus Christ, 
and for the power of Christ to forgive 
sins.” 

From that day in June, 1909, until

and was employed by the railroad for 
a time. I am not in good health and 
do not take any medicine. 

It is my desire that others might 
read of my experiences and turn to 
God, and His Son Jesus Christ for en- 
couragement.

That the last paragraph on page 168 
be amended so as to include the 
Canadian Bible School. 


That the last paragraph, page 174, 
1944 Minutes, be amended to read: 
“Presided over by the state overseer 
or one whom he may appoint.” 


That the ruling on page 144, con- 
cerning members going to war in com- 
batant service, be struck out and the 
following inserted: 


“The Church of God believes that 
nations can and should settle their 
differences without going to war; 
however, in the event of war, if a 
member engages in combatant serv- 
ice, it will not affect his status with 
the Church. In case a member is called 
into military service, who has con- 
scientious objections to combatant 
service, the Church will support him 
in his constitutional rights.” 


That the Colored People be granted 
the privilege of opening a school in 
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the North. 

That the General Overseer be au- 
thorized to call a General Assembly of 
Ministers provided that travel and 
other conditions become such that the 
general officials and the Council of 
Twelve deem it wise to do so. 

That a committee composed of the 
General Overseer, Assistant General 
Overseer, and Editor-in-Chief of the 
Sunday School and Youth Literature 
assist the General Secretary in revis- 
ing the Minutes to conform to the 
rulings of the Assembly. 

That the reference in our Minutes 
on page 158, directing state overseers 
to bring their state convention mis- 
sion offerings to the General Assem- 
bly, be struck from the Minutes. 
(NOTE: This motion was passed so 
that the state overseers may send their 
state convention mission offerings to 
Headquarters immediately after their 
state conventions convene.) 

That the chairman of each board 
is recognized as the proper authority 
to call all board meetings. 

That in the event the chairman 
should fail to do so, when necessity 
demands that any two members of 
the board have the authority to call 
such meeting. 

That the General Overseer, by virtue 
of his office, have the right to ask 
any board to meet should he deem it 
necessary. 

That the department heads, such 
as Publishing House, Bible Training 
School and College, Executive Mission 
Secretary, and Orphanage Superin- 
tendent, have the right to ask for 
a meeting of respective boards.
